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Pottery making one the oldest industries known 
man, being origin. The first recorded 
manufacture this country was conducted 
pottery opened Dr. Coxe 1685 Burlington, New 
Jersey. Silica dust and lead—the twin health hazards 
the industry have likewise been known for many years. 
Ramazzini Italy the diseases potters 
his classic The Diseases Workmen written 1690. 

Numerous studies the health hazards pottery 
have been made throughout the world. The most impor- 
tant and comprehensive study this country was made 
the Health Service 1936 and 1937.* 
Nine selected plants West Virginia were studied 
intensively. Physical examinations including chest 
X-rays were made 2,516 men and women actively 
engaged the manufacture pottery products. Labo- 
ratory examinations were made the blood and urine 
141 workers who were exposed the various lead 
used glazes. Engineering surveys were 
made these plants study the manufacturing proc- 
esses, evaluate the working environment dust 
counts and dust analyses, and investigate the meth- 
ods already use the industry for the control 
health hazards with the object con- 
trol measures eliminate such hazards. 

the 2,516 men and women examined, 189 cases 
silicosis and cases tuberculosis were diagnosed. 
Only one case lead poisoning was found. The study 
thus indicated silicosis the most serious hazard 
the industry, while lead was apparently coming under 
better control since the early days when was regarded 
the principal danger pottery making. 

The results this study have been great signifi- 
pointing the need for health vigilance 
the pottery industry. outstanding contribution 
this study was the evidence obtained support the 
maintenance definite maximum limit dust con- 
the working atmosphere. The percentage 
workers affected silicosis increased with increas- 
ing length employment the pottery industry and 
with silica dust concentration above four 
nillion particles per foot.

One outcome these conferences was the decision 
study the pottery workers, limited 
chest X-ray films and urine lead determinations. 
March, 1947, 327 chest films were taken through the 
the Orange County Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation. the same time, urine specimens were exam- 
ined for lead and those who demonstrated exces- 
sive lead absorption were rechecked. 


Health Hazards Inherent the Materials and Processes 


The health hazards peculiar pottery manufacture 
arise from the character the materials used. All 
pottery clays contain large proportion free silica. 
For example, several samples typical clay materials 
used the Laguna Beach plants were analyzed both 
the Bureau Adult Health Laboratory and 
Public Health Service and found contain approxi- 
mately percent free silica. All the pottery 
esses which clay handled therefore have poten- 
tial silica dust hazard. 

The glazes used for pottery contain lead one form 
another. all the glazing and glaze firing 
processes have potential lead poisoning danger. 


Chest Film Survey 

Three hundred twenty-six persons were X-rayed 
March, 1947. Follow-up was made the 
Orange County Health Department. There were 
persons (12.5 percent) whose films showed lesions 
which warranted further investigation. this group, 
one was found have active tuberculosis and one was 
diagnosed silico-tuberculosis. There were 
inactive tuberculosis, and persons whom further 
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study was indicated because increased lung markings 
Two the latter were subsequently 
found have healed fungus dis- 
ease the lungs not related pottery making. 

There were nine persons found have heart abnor- 
malities shown their chest X-ray. Negative X-ray 
films were obtained 286 instances. 


Urine Lead Survey 

Values for urinary lead concentration normal 
persons range from 0.01 0.08 milligrams per liter. 
the workers whose urine was analyzed, were found 
have 0.08 milligrams more lead per liter. Nine- 
teen these were rechecked and five new specimens 
were examined. these, were found have more 
than 0.10 milligrams lead per liter. Seven these 
had very excessive amounts. Almost all those whose 
first specimens showed excessive lead also showed high 
absorption the recheck.

Contained article the August, 1948, issue 
Nutrition Reviews, the report points out that under 
most circumstances breast milk contains ‘‘adequate 
quantities food elements for good nutrition the 
early months life,’’ although food and vitamin sup- 
plements should added after the first few weeks.

tance breast feeding the emotional development 
the infant. The lack data this impor- 
tant subject emphasized, but with the evidence avail- 
able suggested that breast feeding should given 
the benefit the doubt.

Most the effort will directed live trapping 
that blood may obtained for typhus examination 
and fleas and lice may analyzed. All examinations 
will made the Berkeley laboratories the State 
Department Health.

Chicken soup without chicken and hamburger meat 
without beef were the subject recent investigations 
the Bureau Food and Drug, State Department 
Health.

For the ‘‘beef’’ soup 
small amount extract beef was included, while 
chicken soup preparation contained only chicken fat.
